ed will be sent out of the city until 
after he has had ample opportunity to 
vote. 

To Keep Workers Posted. 

Arrangements have been made by 
which telephone connection with the 
various polling places will be con- 
stantly kept during the day.” From 
each of the polls hourly reports as to 
the number of votes cast up to that 
time will be turned in to a central 
office, whence they will be telephoned 
the other polls, giving the exact 
number of votes cast throughout the 
city up to that time. The workers 
in the various districts will be Kept 
posted as to the voting in each other 
ward. 

Vote Early, Says Committee.

To Telephone Voters. 

The way of the registered voter who 
doesn't go to the polls until late this 
afternoon is going to resemble the 
way of the transgressor, for he is go- 
ing to be often reminded of his duty 
to himself and his city. The campaign 
eommittee has secured a room on the 
third floor of the Ivy exchange build- 
ing of the Bell Telephone Company, 
and from 6:45 o’clock this morning 
on, fifteen telephone giris will make 
it their business to call up the 8,900 
registered voters of the city who have 
phones and remind them that it is 
time to cast ballots for the bond issue. 
The telephone numbers of each of 
these 8,000 voters have already been 
secured and each will be called at in- 
tervals to learn if he has yet visited 
the polls. The girls will have regis- 
tration lists and the names of those 
who have voted will~be checked off. 

Registration List Ratified. 

At a special meeting of the general 
council, held Monday afternoon for the 
purpose, the registration list as pre- 
pared by Tax Collector Andy Stewart 
was ratified. This list showed that 
19,568 woters are registered, an error 
of six names having crept into the first 
count. This grew out of the fact that 
the six voters are residents of what 
were country districts until January 1.

Kaiser’s Minister of Commerce 
Says Contracts Will Be 
Protected. 


14.-—Hlerr 
Svdow, Prussian minister of com- 
merce, explained in the reichstag to- 
dav that the bill creating a state con- 
trol of the potash production and sale 
was brought about through the dis- 
ruption of the potash syndicate, and 
the long term of American contracts 
at prices lower than the syndicate had 
made previously. 

When the provisions of the bill were 
originally published, the minister said 
the American state department had 
protested, averring that American con- 
tracts, which did not expire within 
two years, would be unprotected. 

Accordingly, the measures had been 
revised, removing the time limit dur- 
ing which the existing contracts with 
American firms might be filled, but re- 
quiring the companies filling foreign 
contracts to pay a certain compensa- 
tion to the government monopoly.

Washington, February 14.—Repre- 
sentative Martin (Dem.), of Colorado, 
today introduced a resolution declar- 
ing the recent sale of 55,000 acres of 
Friar lands in the Philippines, which 
he alleges to have been made to “a 
representative of the Havemeyer sugar 
interests,” to be a violation of law, de- 
nouncing the department of justice 
for upholding it and demanding an in- 
vestigation. 

The sale, according to the resolution 
of Mr. Martin, was in violation of the 
?,.500-acre limitation upon sales «f 
Fhilippine public lands to associations, 
or corporations, as expressly applying 
to Fr@mr lands, and “affects the peace 
and welfare of the Filipinos.” 

The decision of the department of 
justice upholding the decision will per- 
mit of the “unlawful monopolization 
of all Friar lands, amounting to more 
than 400,000 acres of the richest and 
most desirable lands in the Philip- 
pines,” Mr. Martin says, “thereby re- 


ducing the Filipinos to a state of 
peonage for the sole benefit of the

PRESIDENT TAFT’S NEW SPEECH. 


[t is difficult to see what President Taft hopes to gain by his persistent 
and emphatic defense of a tariff bill which many of his strongest partisans 
openly admit, even assert, does not accord with republican platform promise. 

Though not in insurgent territory, he had scarcely a more favorable 
audience in New York than in Winona for exploitation of his defense of the 
Payne-Aldrich measure. 

Judging by the press reports, that portion of his speech does not seem 
to have taken well; general opinion appears to be that it would have been 
better for him to have said nothing whatever upon the subject of the tariff. 

However, his opponents will not seriously complain; they will devise 
ways and means of turning to use what even some of his foremost friends 
admit was a blunder. 

Defenders of the Payne-Aldrich tariff may talk all they please about 
its downward revision; the man who eats and wears clothes is looking for 
it in vain. 

The consumer who gets nothing out of the tariff but the privilege of 
paying the duty when ne buys food and clothing, is in the vast majority: 
if there is one article which is costing him any less than it did prior to 
the enactment of the present tariff, he has not yet been able to discover it. 

The president's defense of a tariff which has brought this consumer 


relief in no visible or material direction, is not going to appeal to him very 


strongly. 

Truth is the beneficiaries of what downward revision there is in the 
new bill are large manufacturers and importers in certain lines, and not 
the man who has to draw a diagram of his salary every week and then 
stretch it with a block and tackle in order to make it cover the cost of his 
necessities. 

Although he had a right to expect it to some extent at least, it is too 
evident that none of the downward revision was made for him. 

Discussing other questions prominent before the country, President Taft 
promises fulfillment of republican platform pledges. 

In many respects such fulfillment should be speedy; there are manv 
things proposed which will, undoubtedly, tend to the betterment of the 
national condition. 

But it is to be hoped that such fulfillment will be a very different sort 
from that of which we have haa a very doubtful and unsatisfactory example 
in legislation regarding the tariff. 

If it is not, there is liable to arise even more difficulty in defending it.

The Constitution is not the author of the charge that the government 
pays the railroads more for the same service than do the express companies; 
but since it has been so generally made and so widely circulated, we have 
justly and persistently demanded that the truth regarding it be made known.

~ | STOCKS RECOVERED 
THEIR EARLY LOSSES 


Opening of Market Was at De- 
cline---But Close of Session 
Showed Gains. 


New York, February 14.—The prin- 
cipal fact imparted by the action of 
the stock market today was its lapse, 
in large part, into the hands of the 
professional element. The element 
had been impressed on Friday with 
assertions regarding the contents of 
President Taft's speech, then in pros- 
pect of Saturday night. These asser- 
tions lent a color of leniency to the 
Supposed views of the president on the 
corporation problem, which aroused 
the fear among pearish speculators 
that the subject was to be converted 
into the factor for booming stocks 
rather than a cause for anxiety to 
corporation interests. The perusal of 
the speech disclosed no sign of the 
retractions which had been broadly 
insinuated in some of Friday's re- 
ports and the professional operators 
in stocks promptly retraced the steps 
they had taken on Friday before the 
two-day holiday. This caused the 
marketing back of prices from 1 to 
over 2 points in the opening transac- 
tions. At that level there was no ac- 
tive pressure to sell while the kind of 
demand developed, which halted the 
decline early last week. The sustain- 
ing effect on prices and the scanty 
offerings of stocks -caused fresh in- 
timidation to the bear party and they 
bought to cover with increasing ur- 
gency. The end of the day saw the 
severe declines of the opening re- 
placed by substantial net gains, with 
prices rising. The shrinkage in the 
volume of the day’s transactions dem- 
onstrated the small selling pressure 
at any of the day’s price levels. The 
bulk of the business was done in the 
first and last hours. 

Foreign markets had held Friday's 
price level for American stocks bet- 
ter than was done when the New York 
stock market opened. The conse- 
quence was a substantial volume of 
buying orders for execution on arbi- 
trage here. This helped the re- 
covery, which set in promptly after 
the opening market. Foreign banking 
houses bear testimony to an appreci- 
able growth of foreign demand for 
corporation bonds, outside the ordi- 
nary channels of the stock market. 
This is regarded as a most encourag- 
ing feature of the financial situation, 
especially in view of the continued 
dislocation of the internationa! trade 
situation. Imports of merchandise 
continue very heavy, in spite of the 
shrinkage in exports compelled by the 
high price of cotton and wheat 

Western railroad traffic officials 
reported a large tonnage moving. but 
took pains to give credit to December 
arrearages for their part in the 
showing. The Northern Pacific De- 
cember earnings statement bore testi- 
mony to the severe effects of storm 
blockades in addition to the switch- 
men’s strike in that territory. Oeprat- 
ing expenses are complained of yet by 
railroad officials, by reason of weath- 
er conditions. 

The decreased activity of the mar- 
ket is ascribed to the purpose to await 
more explicit information on sundry 
subjects. With the recess of the su- 
preme court approaching an end, the 
weekly conjecture on a possible de- 
cision in the American Tobacco case 
is expected to reassert an influence. 
Differing views on the extent of trade 
recession, actual or prospective, figure 
in the financial discussion. The 
large deliveries of copper into con- 
sumption during January are regard- 
ed as being prompted by the belief in 
an agreement amongst producers to 
restrict output dnd there is apprehen - 
sion that this laying In of stocks will 
curtail the later demand for 
metal.

Forces of Madriz Are 
Trying to Capture 
Matagalpa. 


Managua, February 14.—Heavy field 
guns posted on the hills by the Madriz 
forces yesterday began a bombard- 
ment of Matagalpa, which on Feb- 
ruary 10 was taken by the revolu- 
tionary army under General Chamor- 
ro. Prior to the opening of the bom- 
bardment the government notified the 
American consulate agent at that city, 
William H. DeSavaginy. so that the 
non-combatants could withdraw. Mr. 
DeSavaginy protested against the 
bombardment, which, nevertheless, was 
carried out. 

The Madriz troops were under com- 
mand of General Lara, with General 
Chavarra and General Porto Carriero 
supporting him. These troops are said 
to have numbered about 3,000 men.
